TWIN FALLS — Beginning Sept. 
8, Twin Falls will hover firmly in 
the outer orbit of two air hubs, 
Boise and Salt Lake City 
Like other small cities, it loses 
the competition among air carriers 
then. Horizon Air of Seattle is with- 
drawing its Rights to and from Salt 
Lake City, 'onding 'its stru ggle for 
passengers with” Sky West 
of St. George, Utah. 

The flying public will not lack ser- 
vice to Salt Lake. SkyWest is all but 
certain to launch one or two more 
planes to Twin Falla, says Station 
Manager Mike Turner., 

"Nobody is going to get stranded 
in-Twin-Falls.- We-ean-get-enough

Iran, France 
negotiate for 
an exchange

NICOSIA, Cyprus - Iran said Sunday It was 
negotiating with France to exchange diplomats In an ef- 
fort to end a stalemate that left the two nations em- 
bassies in Tehran and Paris surrounded by police. 

France, which broke diplomatic relations with Iran on 
-Friday. -con/irmod-that -bargainlng-was.galng..on_nnd . 
mentioned Wednesday as a target date for completing 
such a swap. , , ...... 

But Iran also renewed on Sunday a demand that the 
French consul in Tehran appeqr before a tribunal to face 
espionage charges. And France reiterated Its demand to 
question an Iranian Embassy employee about terrorist 
bombings. • 

It was not clear If Iran would keep to Its threat to put 
other French diplomats on trial. 

French Foreign Minister Jcan-Bernnrd Ralmond said 
in a television Interview Sunday night that interpreter 
Wahid Gordjl would not be permitted .to -leave France 
until he submits to questioning. J „ 

"This point, that Mr. Gordji be questioned by the 
magistrate, It is not negotiable,” Ralmond said. "It s a 
fundamental question of principle.” 

France broke diplomatic ties with Iran over its 
refusal to let a French Investigating Judge question 
Gordji about bombings In Paris last September that 
killed 11 people and wounded more than ISO. 

Iran's prime minister, Hussein Musavi, sold earlier 
Sunday that the two nations were “involved In negotia- 
tions, through conventional and diplomatic channels, 
about exchanging the diplomats in question.". • 

France has kept the Iranian diplomats from leaving 
the country, turning some back at the border and main- 
taining a cordon around the embassy in Paris, 

"The French showed at the outset that they have ar- 
rogant characteristics In blocking a number of 
diplomats at their frontiers," Musavi told Tehran radio, 
monitored in Nicosia. 

"Our embassy was cordoned off In a very fierce and 
. brutal manner, and in an insolent way." 

Musavi said Pakistan would represent Iran's interests 
in France and n Foreign Ministry spokesman in 
Islamabad said that, at Tehran’s request, his country 
would arrange safe passage for the Iranian diplomats in 
France. .....

Poindexter raises questions 
about Casey’s role in affair

Wlule * not directly contradicting 
Hie role Ll. Col. Oliver North ascrib- 
ed -to Casey. Poindexter's testimony 
hasn't fully supported it cither. But 
what Poindexter has done is 
- underscore the fact that the perhaps 
principal figure in the entire affair is 
the witness who will not be testify- 
ing. . 

The prospect that Casey could 
have left spine crucial clues behind 
when he died in May was raised 
-briefly last week when the congres- 
sional investigating • committees 
1 revealed the existence of taped con- 


versations on a' secret CIA telephone 
channel. 

A conversation Poindexter had 
with Casey while. the CIA director 
was In Central America was taped 
without Poindexter's knowledge, it 
was learned, when Casey phoned in 
on the special CIA network.

WASHINGTON - For all (he role they are playing in .

well be draped in the head-to-toe black chadors thrust 
by religious rule over the wives of Iran.

No women are prominent among the investigators. All 
20 senators and representatives on the Iran-Contra , 
panels are male, and the hired lawyers putting ques- 
tions to the witnesses have been men, too, with one ex- 
ception, staff lawyer Pam Naugbtoh. a former'asslslant ' 
U.S. attorney from San Diego, Calif., who waffbrought 
out to question one minor witness. 

"The good news Is that women haven't played a role In. 
making tnesc disastrous policies," soys Rep. Barbara 
Boxer. I)-Calif.. who sought unsuccessfully last 
DccembcHo have one of the 23 women In the House 
named to the House panel. "But that only points out 
how exceptionally few women there arc in the Reagan 
administration In any policy-making role." 

There’s a male-only clubblness In the proceedings, and 
occasionally It has caused outcries: 

• When the lawyer for witness John Poindexter sought 
to block televised questioning of Poindexter, he argued 
for simply issuing a transcript of Poindexter’s closed- 
door questioning, Sen. James McClure, R-ldaho, 
disagreed, saying, “1 guess the analogy shouldn’t be 
overstated, but I doubt very many of the housewives 
who watch the soap operas would read the script." More 
than 100 angry telephone calls quickly followed and Mc- 
Clure backtracked, saying through a spokesman that his 
comment had been misinterpreted. 

• Fawn Hall, secretary to Lt. Col. Oliver North, will- 
ingly adopted a model's pose for photographers, but she 
complained bitterly when Sen. Howell Heflin, D-Ala., 
told reporters that she had hidden documents In her bra 
lo smuggle them from the White House - and added 
that she “has a pretty good capacity to carry docu- 
ments."

Horizon traffic also has been tail- 
ing off somewhat this year, due 
mostly to its Salt Lake route, fig- 
ures from tty* Twin Fulls-Sun Val- 
ley Regional Airport indicate. 

SkyWcst schedules are closely co- 
ordinated with Delta nt Salt Lake 
as part of the marketing pact. The 
quick connections can bo important 
to business travelers, for whom 
time is money.

“The airlines mnko a big deal 
about being first in the computer, 
but any good travel agent knows 
how that works and will look be- 
yond the first - screen in the 
computer," says Osbum Salisbury, 
part owner of Magic Carpet Travels 
Inc. in Twin Falls. 

MarJean Bulchcr, owner of De- 
sert Sun- Travel Service in Twin 
Falls, agrees. Tho__D cltn c onnection 
“is not necessarily what we look at 
first because, nine times out of 10,' 
it is less expensive. to break that 
fore in Salt Lake unyway/'she says. 
Discounts between hubs. in major 
cities often give a better deal. “The 
lowest fare from Twin to Salt Lake 
City pluB the lowest from Salt Lake 
on generally comes out less expen- 
sive than what they publish as n 
through fare out from Twin," But- 
cher soys. 


At the 'sumo urnc, if a traveler 
connot bargain hunt and must buy 
a coach ticket, the Twin Falls leg of 
the trip often can be cut to less than 
$60, a check of prices ahowed last 
week. Infrequently, it may even be 
less expensive to go from Twin 
Fnlls to the West Coast than from 
Salt LokeCity. 

Out-of-area agencies arc more 
likely than local ones to route travel- 
ers to and from Twin Falls on ono 
carrier, Butcher says. 

Twin Falls passengers most 
likely will not lose convenience 
when Horizon lops off ita Salt Lake 
City service., SkyWcst will dart into 
the scheduling gap, "probably with a 
late evening flight and possibly 
with another during the day. 
Turner said. 

Salisbury agrees. “The one big 
hole will be from Salt Lake to Twin 
in the late evening," he pays. 

With its average flight operating 
about half full, SkyWcst also has 
plenty of capacity for more 


pussengers, Turner says. • 
Whether or not it chooses to exer- 
cise it,. SkyWcst will .gain a freer 
hand with fares because of the Hori- 
zon’s withdrawal. 

"SkyWcst is-going tp have moro 
flexibility for pricing now," Salis- 
bury says. “Wo sec that in all 
markets. Where there is only one 
airline, they do not Knvc as many 
deals.” 

SkyWcst officials could not bo con- 
tacted Friday for comment about 

fare policy. 

Twin Falls air travelers headed 
for Boise will gain convenience as 
Horizon revamps its schedule, Ayer 
says. Flights will be timed to meet 
four main banks of activity through- 
out the day, whon moBt Horizon, 
Alaska Air and other planes arrive 
together, he suys.

Airport officials and Horizon now 
arc discussing a joint campaign to 
convince travelers that it is cheaper 
to fly than to drive, when nil tho 
costs arc considered. 

For instance, Horizon stresses 
the one-day business trip from 
Twin Fnlls to Boise or Seattle ns a 


Figures indicate passenger 
counts, on the Boise route have 
swung up recently. Still, “Wo have 
got to forecast n heck of a passenger 
increase to got this service to a 
break-even position," Ayer says. 

To keep tho frequency of air ser- 
vice to Twin Falls, travelers must 
fly rather than drive, representa- 
tives of both scheduled airlines say. 

“Tho bottom lino in these things 
always is economic,” Ayer says, 
“And if, after' some -period of time - 
and expenditure, we cannot get the 
(passenger) loads we need, then 
basically the community has told us 
‘Wo do not need that oervico, 1 and 
we would have to look at reducing 
the service," tho cxecutivo says.

"clean up the files." North began 
shredding records. 

North also said Casey Instructed 
him lo hire retired Air Force MaJ. 
Gen. Richard Sccord as the man out- 
side government who would direct 
Ihe air supply to the Contras and set 
up financial covers. 


North said he and Casey devised a 
"fall guy plan” so that North would 
take the blame and protect Casey If 
the operation became public, and 
that Casey saw in the Iranian arms 
sales the opportunity lo set up a 
free-standing covert network to 
conduct activities outside the legal 
restrictions and accountability re- 
quirements of the CIA. 

Poindexter, however, offered little 
support for those assertions. 

North's former boss said he did not 
know that Casey was Informed of the 
diversion and said they never 
discussed it. 

Poindexter said he believed that 
North and himself were the only 
ones inside government who knew of 
the diversion. 

In fact, in an internal White House 
computer message Poindexter 
chastised North for not being 
discreet enough and ordered him to 
not even discuss his covert activities 
with Casey.

All 16 Diehl children 
face uncertain future, 
tangled custody battle 


VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (AP) - 
With their father facing 41 years in 
prison and their mother 31, thc 16 
children of Michael and Karen Diehl 
have an uncertain Tuturc. 

_Rc]atlvcs of the Diehls plan to^ 
seek' custody df'lheir grandchildren, 
nieces and nephews. 

"Even ir I have to take all of 
them.” said Karen Diehl’s slstcr-ln- 
law, Nancy Schwein, "wc arc going 
to fight to got the children." . 

. "Absolutely.” said her husband, 
Rich Schwcin, Karen’s brother. The 
Schwelns. who arc In their 30s, 
traveled from their home in Min- 

; nesota-to.be with the Diehls during 

the trial. 

The children have been scattered 
in foster homes In Virginia Beach 
since their 13-ycar-old brother An- 
drew-collapsed on Ihc afternoon of 
Oct. 24. 1986. and thc parents were 
taken away by police. Andrew, his 
body bruised and cut from beatings 
rendered for his disobedience, died 
five days later. 

Last week. Michael Diehl was con- 
victed of fifst-degrec murder, his 
wife of Involuntary manslaughter in 
thc death of Andrew. Both were con- 
victed of abduction, neglect and 
assault: 

The children arc a collection of 
wide-eyed youngsters, many of them 
physically and emotionally handi- 
capped, from different states and 
countries, from hospitals, or- 
phanages and' broken homes. They 
range In age from 2 to 17. 

Four were born to the Diehls: 

Brtan^l4,.livins- Jeffrey and Nat han , _ 

12, and Daniel. 9. Thc other 12 were 
adopted, after’ they . had been re- 
jected by other families. 

Andrew, a veteran of four foster 
homes, two psychiatric institutions 
‘ and a disrupted adoption, also was 
adopted. 

All thc children had been taken out 
of a private Christian school in Post 
. Falls in 1982 and taught by their col- 


lege-educated father and their 
mother. In 1984. they had embarked 
on a 32,000-mlle trek in a 35-foot 
school bus converted Into a motor 
home with 17 bunk beds. They learn- 
ed history bnd social studies on the 
roadrihelr rather said. a"rfd studied' 
other subjects four days a week, us- 
ing mail-order textbooks. 

Since Oct. 24. the children have 
been spread among 11 fosler homes. 
Some of the younger ones live with a 
brother or sister. 

When the second semester of 
school began this year, mosl were 
placed in Virginia Beach public 
schools. 

They -were visited by their parents 
at least t\yice In the last 8'.-j months, 
most recently on July 2. Both times, 
thc visits were supervised by social 
services workers. 

More regularly, foster parents 
have brought lhc 10 children 
together for family outings. 

Even if their parents serve a 
prison term, a reunion Is possible, 
said Waller Credlc, assistant direc- 
tor of the city's Social Services 
Department. 

"Severing parental rights is 
something that Is only done In ex- 
treme situations, as a _ last resort," _ 
he’ said. ‘'It- is premature to even ' 
talk about it in thc Diehl case." 

Defense attorneys have said they 
plan to appeal thc convictions and 
expect thc. custody battle to remain 
dormant until the cases arc resolv- 
ed.

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Federal deficit rise rattles trade partners 


PARIS — Seen from abroad, the most 
important story coming off Capitol Hill 
this week may not hnve involved Oliver .. 
— North or John Poindexter. The disclosure 
by the Congrcflsional Budget Office of 
new projections showing the federal defi- 
cit rising to $198 billion in 1089 also 
caused big ripples across the Atlantic. 

The Financial Times of London gave ita 
account of the CBO's revised projection 
the lead position on its front page. Since 
moot U.S. newspapers did not give the 
story such treatment, why docs it attract 
this attention in Europe? - 
Here this new projection looks like a 
body blow to the monetary strategy that 
Treasury Secretary James A. Baker III 
has been pursuing for the past six 
months. Baker has been skillfully buying 
’ time, waiting for the expected improve- 
ment in the trade and budget deficits to 
. blunt protectionist pressures at home. 
The sense of the deficits turning 
around was also supposed to encourage 
Japan and West Germany to take increas- 
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ingly larger steps to lend international 
growth and help out the U.S. economy. 

Baker hod relied heavily on the CBO's 
original prediction that the deficit would 
corao down to $161 billion by 1989. 
Throughout the spring and early summer, 
ho assured the Europeans and Japanese 
that the United States was making signifi- 
cant progress in curbing its financial 
profligacy. Cutting $40 billion out of the 
deficit, ho said in conferences in Pnris 
and Venice, was nothing to sneeze nt. 

Moreover, he committed the United 
States to deficit reductions of that magni- 
tude as part of the Louvre monetary 
agreement of last February. West Ger- 
many and Japan demanded that us the 
price for their agreement to stimulate 
their economics. 

But the CBO's new deficit number, 
based on lower than expected tax 


revenue, higher inflation and rising inter- 
est rates for 1989, leaves Baker without a 
paddle for the policy cAnoc he had chosen, 
as America's economic partners ponder _ 
continuing to cooperate with the United ~ 
States under the Louvre agreement. 

- The CBO projection and figures show- 
ing the trade deficit for May widening 
again led financial markets to mark the 
dollar down Wednesday, ending a brief pe- 
riod of dollar stabi lity. 

It is enough to make some European 
bankers cite that American folk hero. 

Yogi Berra, and ask if wc arc seeing deja 
vu all over again. They recall the summer 
of 1979, when a new U.S. Federal Reserve 
' chairman had to face n precipitous de- 
cline in the dollar as his first crisis. 

Under the strong urging of West Ger- 
many's Knrl Otto Pochl and other central 
bankers, Paul Volcker responded by forc- 
ing the Carter administration to accept 
monetarism in the form of high interest 
rates as its central policy mechanism. He 
saved the dollar, tamed inflation and de- 
stroyed Carter's chances in the 1980 


election. 

Volcker's recent resignation may ofTcr 
some insights into the challenge that his 
successor at. the Fed, Alan Greenspan, 
'“■'criuIdTactfif welire iriTucfKeuding back " 
to the future this summer. 

It seems clear that Volcker would have 
stayed for a third term only if President 
Rcngan had made a strong personal re- 
quest — the kind that would have in- - 1 

eluded a firm pledge to back measures as 
draconian us the ones Volcker used eight 
years ago. 

Did Volcker foresee that significant 
new interest rate hikes and other 
squeezes would be needed in the domestic 
economy ns time ran out on Baker’s dollar 
strategy? Obviously, he Isn't saying. But 
he could not have relished the prospect of 
fighting with the economy and with a 
White House running an election cam- 
paign at the same time. 

Baker’s close relationship with Vice Pre- 
sident George Bush presents him with a 
challenge as daunting as Greenspan's. 

Baker must begin now to fuse his macro- 


economic mandate at the Treasury with 
his micrbpolitical mission of helping Bush 
get the nomination and win the general 
election. 

“Nothingi s-more vital to Bush’s chances— 
than having the economy appear to bo 

hum ming smoothly in the first nine — 

months of next year, He can then appeal 
to voters to let nn experienced Republican 
"team continue to manage a Republican-in- „ 
spired economic "expansion. 

As in 1979, the strength of the dollar 
and the weakness of the world economy 
will have a strong impaci/on tho domestic 
economic choices facing the country. 

Volcker showed wisdom in acknowledging 
that simple truth then. Greenspan.nnd 
Baker get their chance this summer, and 
thatls why they will bethe two Washing- 
tonians that foreign political and finan- 
cial leaders arc going to be watching most 
closely for the next few months.

There arc two ways of looking at 
this problem. One is that politics 
should never bo injected into a reli- 
gious service. In that cuso, the only 
question is, who started it? At a 
timo when U.S. aid to the Contras 
— and Casey’s rolo in assuring that 
aid — were hot political topics, the 
word went out, in lieu of flowers 
please send funds to support the 
Contras. The political character of 
the Beverly Hills service was even 
more deliberate. Were the bishop in 
Long Island and the protesters in 
California injecting politics into 
church services, or trying to neutral- 
ize the politics injected by Casey 
friends and backers? 

There is a second, and better, way 
of looking nt the problem — to recog- 
nize that politics and religion can 
never be fully separated. In fact,

— what one columnist called "a stan-— 
dard he-lovcd-God-nnd-country 
eulogy"? 

With u man such us Casey there 
is just no getting away from the 

• political. Nor should there be. It 
would be absurd to mark his pass- 
ing with recollections of his private 
life, as husband, father and friend, 
and ignore his public role. And 

• what's true of Casey is also true of 
'many less visible individuals. Reli- 
gious faith calls us to community 

; service, and that service quite com- 
monly has political implications. 

So the question becomes not 
whether to mix religion and politics 
but how. How should we a) honor 
the political commitments that arc 
often nn important part of a reli- 
giously directed life, but at the 
same time b) not let religious rites 
be manipulated for political ends 
and also c) respect the consciences 
of those who may legitimately draw 
different political conclusions from 
the same religious fath? 

This is n tough question. Other- 
wise wc wouldn’t have been arguing 
these luBt few years about the invol- 
vement of fundamentalist groups in 
elections or about tho Catholic bish- 

— ops' pnstoral letters on nucloar--^-^. — 
arms .and the economy. 

But the question becomes even 
tougher when it involves honoring 
the dead. Few stories in Greek my- 
thology grip tho modem mind ns 
strongly as Antigone, who defied 
the tyrant Croon to bury her rebel 
brother. Funeral services have been 
a kind of "free space," where family 
wishes and personal views of the de- 
based must be - respected. In 
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societies where “free space" for po- 
litical expression is restricted, fu- 
..ncrnls often become the rallying 
point for political causes, with reli- 
gious reinforcement. One thinks of 
South Africa, ortho 2 million Filipi- 
nos who followed Benigno Aquino’B 
casket. 

Is there some simple rule cover- 
ing religious participation in such 
politically charged ceremonies? In 
Northern Ireland, Catholic lenders 
have tried to keep the Irish Republi- 
can Army from "politicizing" 
“funerals. Docs that mean church of- • 
ficiols should do the sumc in Poland 
with Solidarity? The two arc suffi- 
ciently different to justify different 


States, where political forums arc 
not tightly controlled? The political 
dimensions of a political person cer- 
tainly deserve religious 
commemoration, but rallying opin- 
ion for — or against — specific polit- 
ical views ought to be kept to those 
other available forums. Not long 
ago, n woman who had worked on 
behalf of the Nicaraguan poor was 
buried from a New York church. 
Certainly her work should be 
mentioned, but even close friends 
balked when some in the congrega- 
tion tried to introduce u Snndinista 
refrain into tho service. Of course, 
she was a relatively "private" 
individual. With an aggressive, em- 
battled public figure like Casey, it ■ 
is harder to draw the line between 
commemorating a public career in 
general and a set of policies in 
particular. Today, for example, no 
one is apt to draw large conclusions 
if friends of Sen. Joseph R. McCar- 
thy gather quietly at New York's St. 
Patrick’s cathedral — us they do — 
for an annual Mass in his memory. 
But what if the event were lurger 
and McCarthyism still a bitterly di- 
visive iBSUC? 

All this suggests a few common- 
-sense rules. Dcfcronco to tho convic- 
tions of the deceased and wishes of 
family ought to be a leading consid- 
eration — but not the only one. 

When the political factor is-unnvoid- 
ably present, it ought to be kept in 
proportion: Religious faith may in- 
. spire or inform political activity, 
but It always remains larger. And 
when prayer or eulogy demands ref- 
erences to controversial political 
stances, those references should 
somehow acknowledge, the possibil- 
ity of conscientious disagreement 
among people of good will. 

Look at the complete text of the 
homily spoken by Bishop McCann 
at Casey’s funeral. Of 12i lines, 
much in praise of Casey's private 
charity and long public service, only, 
17 dealt with Central America and 
what McCann called “my fundamen- 
tal disagreement ... with a man I 
knew and respected." Those five 
sentences suggested that if the for- 
mer CIA director had n blind spot, it 
arose from his belief in “the funda- 
mentally moail purpose of Ameri- 
can actions." 

There arc other ways the bishop 
could hnve fulfilled his multiple pas- 
toral responsibilities — to honor the 

dffld, console the grieving, main- 

tain respect fprthe moral- political 
questions about U.S. policy raised 
by hiB fellow bishops, remain true 
to his own convictions and put ev- 
erything in the largor perspective of 
divine love. -

Doctrine takes toll on democracy 


WASHINGTON — The Iran-Contra hearings 
arc revealing the hidden costs of the “Reagan 
Doctrine" of support for anticommunist 
insurgencies. Designed ns a foreign policy tool to 
bring democracy to places where Soviet-spon- 
sored regimes cume to power in the 1970s, the 
progrnm turns out to have put severe strains on 
American democracy itself. 

The faithful have a vision of democracy shin- 
ing in lands otherwise abandoned to Marxism. 
But the rest of us are more taken by the spectacle 
of corruption. Liberals are dismuyed by abuses of 
secret power committed in the name of fighting 
communism. Principled conservatives — where 
arc they, anyway? — are entitled to be outraged 
by the misuse of the fundamental institutions of 
government. 

"America is back.” wc were told. But our 
democracy, being not only contentious but gener- 
ally cautious, will not lightly take on brave new 
policies that reach too far beyond the popular 
consensus. Bold presidents should think ofthut. 
Spending more money for defense is one thing. 
Taking more risks is another, and in the Nicara- 
guan context there hus ulwnys been risk that the 
Contras might ultimately need to be bailed out 
by Americans. . 

The Sandinistas challenge us at this Fault line. 
Jimmy Carter found their interference in El Sal- 
vador so gross that, having turned ofT aid to a Sal- 
vadoran militury that violated human rights, he 
turned aid buck on to enable that snme military 
to fight guerrillas. Ronald Rcugnn then got Con- 
gress to address, and initially to answer his way. 
the harder question of aid to the Nicuraguan 
resistance. But twice since, Congress has 
changed its mind, and n third flip could come. 

The nearly seven-year record of a strong, popu- 
lar conservative president shows the limits on 
the politicnl space available for ambitious Contra 
aid. A president who was truly concerned to limit 
the damugc of the Sandinistas would be slow to * 
gamble on carrying n reluctant public through 
the inevitable extended ups and downs on the 
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ground. 

The enthusiasm of tho Reagan Doctrine's sup- 
porters is public, but the actual operation of it is 
bound to be secret, or to start out secret. Our sys- 
tem keeps some secrets well, but it docs poorly in 
keeping secret those things still in political 
contention. Then the secrecy intended to ensure 
operational effectiveness can be used or taken as 
a way to stifle vital political debutc. 

It is bizurre to fight in public about nn i interven- 
tion meant to be secret. Alternative procedures 
culling for quiet executive consultations with 
Congress were devised in the 1970s, but over Nic- 
aragua they broke down. Convinced of the right- 
ness of their cause, finding themselves with a 
-windfall of unappropriated funds, a few individu- 
als succumbed to a temptation to exploit the 
available secrecy. Consultation procedures can- 
not cope with a situation where the executive 
branch doesn't shoot straight. 

The complaint comes thut those who question 
the theory or practice of the Reagan Doctrine 
ought to have another way ioTfonCnin communist 
Third World advances. Two ways:'- 

— Pay closer attention to the crumbling of old 


orders which, in Nicaragua, Afghanistan and 
just n few other plnccB, opened the door to the 
Marxist takeovers, which in turn led to insurgen- - 
cics and thcn»to a demand for American support 
for them. That means making a timely choice be- 
tween reforming the old regime and switching 
support to u more promising new one. Although 
none of these countries is out of the woods, tho 
Philippines, Haiti, South Korea and Panama sug- 
gest that the Reagan administration has learned 
something of pre-emptive diplomacy. 

— Pick spots curcfully in contesting new com- 
munist regimes. The fnmilinr criteria are 
international: almost everybody, for instance, 
feels that Soviet aggression legitimizes support 
of the Afghan resistance, while many feel that be- 
cause the Sandinistas came to power leading a 
broad national coalition, it doesn’t make the 
same sense to support the resistance in 
Nicaragua. 

These things ure arguable, but the Iran-Contra 
hearings remind us there are domestic enterin' ■ 
too. Firm — not marginal — public support is 
needed to sustain the unavoidably controversial 
act of forcibly challenging a sitting government. 
And the requisite consensus is only eroded when 
. the wa ys of democracy are ignored. ,

Jerome airport project cheaper than thought

JEROME — The Jerome County Commission 
has accepted a bid for an airport improvement 
project that is about half the price projected last 
fall by tho county’s engineer. 

Tho commissioners opened the bids July 13 
nnd accepted Gordon Paving Co.’s bid of $180, 
123. The only other bid was from Etomn-Linc of 
BoSbo for $198,877. 

Gordon Paving’s contract will cover the cost of 
extending a parallel taxiwuy and rehabilitating 
the runway and existing taxiwnys. 

The bid accepted lust week doesn’t include engi- 
neering fees, but even when engineer Dole 


Ricdfeecl’fl $35,000 fee is added in, the $216,000 
total falls far short of the $350,000 to $400,000 
estimated for the project last year. 

“I’m pleased," said Jerome County Commis- 
sioner Carl Montgomery. “It's considerably less 
than what we were thinking last year." 

Tho county’s engineer indicated he expected 
the bid to come in-low. 

Ricdcscl, who drew up the original estimate, 
said, “I hopo I’m generally high- An engineer's es- 
timate is just that — an estimate." 

Ricdcscl also does engineering work for the 
Twin Falls-Sun Valley Regional Airport. 

He said the biggest difference between his esti- 
mate and Gordon Paving’s bid came from a lower 


cost of usphalt pavement and seal coaling than 
he expected. 

The county hopes to start the project by 
August, Montgomery said. 

The improvement project will be paid for pri- 
marily by a Federal Aviation Administration 
grant, which covers *90 percent of the cost of the 
project. The county will pay the remaining 10 per- 
cent with revenuo from a user fee on airplane 
fuel. 

Ricdcscl said the FAA must approve the air- 
port-improvement project before the county can 
award the contract, but he expects the project to 
Jjc completed before September.

Twin Falls artist 
is doing his bit 
for constitution

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley 
residents had an opportunity this 
past weekend to be among the 
first to purchase a special U.S. 
Constitution bicentennial an- 
niversary collector Item. ' 

Dan D. Edwards, a Twin Falls 
artist who works in bronze and 
pewter sculpture, is doing more 
than most Magic Valley residents, 
to help observe the 200 th anniver- 
sary of the Constitution of the 
United Stales. 1 

His booth at the Magic Valley 
Art Guild's “Art In the Park" 
show In Twin Falls this past 
weekend attracted a considerable 
amount of attention. It has also 
caught the attention of the na- 
tional Commission on the Bicen- 
tennial of the U.S. Constitution. 

Edwards was one of the first six 
Individuals or businesses to be 
commissioned by that official 
body to produce bicentennial 
commemorative items. Others, 
he says, Include flag makers, book 

C ubllsbcrs, printers and similar 
usiness firms. The commission 
approved his proposal forproduc- 
tion of bronze and pewter 
sculptures of an American Eagle 
to be sold as a commemorative 
work to promote the anniversary 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

Edwards, 40, is a native of Twin 
Falls who now mokes his living 
with his arUalcnt. 

His inspiration for bronze 
sculpture, he said, came from the 
late Earl McAdams, a Twin Falls 


fireman who gained wide recogni- 
tion for his outstanding bronze 
work, especially western scenes 
of horses and cowboys. 

"1 met him a number of years 
ago, right here In this pork, In- 
fact.” Edwards said of the late 
artist. "I satd to my wile, ‘I 
believe I could do that,' but I 
didn’t know then how com- 
plicated it was or that my ideas 
and that one comment would lead 
to a new career.” _ 

Edwards and his father were 
Involved In hand crafted furniture 
until the younger man began 
working and studying sculpture. 
He said his horse sculptures 
aren’t as good as those of 
McAdams, "but I keep trying." 

His work Involves the “lost wax 
method" of carving the figures or 
entire western scenes in hard 
dark wax.

Money: Kids’ lessons should start early 


By Better Homes nnd Gardens 


Teaching children about money is 
essential if they arc to understand 
how the world works. 

In raising a “money-wise" child, 
instilling a set of healthy, humani- 
tarian values about money is just as 
important ns teaching money 
management. According to family 
psychologist John Roscmond, les- 


son^ oh both sTdCB of * thlH coin - 
should begin carly and continue 
well into the teen years. 

Roscmond explains in Better 
Homes and Gardens magazine that 
3 years old ten't too early to start 
learning about money. Teach the 
child simply to identify money on 
sight. When shopping, show the 
youngster how adults make pur- 
chases and explain that nearly ev- 
erything costs money. Later, super- 
vise as the child makes a simple 
purchnsc. 

With a child of 5 or 6. begin teach- 


ing the names and relative values 
of the various pieces of currency. 
This is a good time to introduce a 
piggy bank. The next lesson — that 
the amount of money in one’s pos- 
session limits purchasing power — 
takes time and lots of puticncc. To 
help this understonding develop, 
have, the child match small 
amounts of money to things that 
arc affordable. 


Don’t tic an allowance to routine 
family tasks. Chorea help a child de- 
velop ■ responsibility nnd • self- 

discipline. An allowance helps a 
child develop money-management 
skills. Make sure the two . lessons 
don't get confused.

Thomas said the organization also 
attacked Attorney General Edwin 
Meese when he suggested U.S.

Most Americans probably do not 
realize, that the law requires 
everyone applying for a Job to be 
able to prove citizenship, he said. 
"We’re making people carry work 
papers. We’re not keeping faith with

Thomas said lie is Loneerned-that- 
thc law Is not being implemented 
because it involves a population with 
a high : Illiteracy rate who is terrified 
of deportation. 

"Charlatans can rip off these peo- 
ple" by selling them phony proof of 
the time they have been in the U.S., 
Thomas said. "A guy’s been sleeping 
behind a stove in a CJfinesc restau- 
rant. He doesn’t have a filing cabi- 
net with rent receipts. Now they’re 
going to have the guy commit per- 
jury. — - — ; • 

Calling Ihc law “a sham and an 
embarrassment." Thomas said he 
wants 100,000 lawyers lo work with 
the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service as part of the ABA’s pro 
bono, or public service, program’. He 
said Sen. Ernest Hollings, D-S.C., 
supports an effort to appropriate $40 
million, or aboul $20 per applicant, 
for that legal assistance.

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Shrewd Utah fisherman exchanges lake carp for cold cash

OREM, UTUTT — Bill Loy might be” 

a typical salty •Ncw_ Engl and fisher- 
man. spending more time on a lug 
boat than on steady ground. 

But the fish Loy hauls ip each day 
aren't the cod and flounder thal.sus- . 
tain his Atlantic coast counterparts.! 
They are enrp netted in Utah Lake. 

Loy, 61, is a ..third generation 
fisherman who matches an uncanny 
ability to net several thousands of 
carp dally with the business sense to 
find a market for them. 

He is the last survivor of the 
once-sprawling Utah Lake- fishing 
Industry which, in the beginning of 
the 20th century saw 3Q fishing 
vessels trolling the shores on any 
given days for a seemingly endless 
supply of fish.

Loy nets 
an average of a ton of carp a day 
with three helpers. Loy pays $1,000 
commercial fishing license yearly, 
lie owns ten boats, ranging In size 
from a 16 -ft. flat-bottom barge to 
(wo 32-ft.' tugboats. He leases semi- 
truck size trailers to ship the fish. 

Loy typically lakes three men 
with him, including his son, on a 
fishing day in two boats. A 750-foot 
net is attatchcd on one end of each 
boat when they are anywhere from 
500-1,000 feet from shore and stret- 
, died -ouUw hen -tho -boats- separate. 
Gradually the boats are steered 
towards shore, dragging the net and 
thousands of fish: 

One hundred feet from shore the 
boats criss-cross, forming a giant

feet in diameter. They position the 
net between the two boats, get back . 
Into the boats, and scoop the fish in- 
to the boats with hand-held nets. 

The carp are loaded from the boat 
on. a..conveyor belt into_a trailer. . .

crates. Fish eggs arc saved and they- 
form a poor-man's caviar, Loy said. 

In the winter Loy breaks the Ice 
and fishes with nets underneath it. 

"We catch as many fish 
underneath. the, ice. ns wo do In boats 
in the summertime.” 

Loy said it takes a accumulation 
ot experience and an extra-sensory 
knack to find the ouantitv of fish 
needed to make a profitable living.

BOISE - On Idaho forests and rangeland baked dry as 
smoke by the worst drought in a -decade, arsonists are 
taking Increasing advantage of chances, to get their 
pyrotechnic kicks. 

But the fire season Is still young, and I* ire Manage- 
ment Officer Gene Benedict of the Payette National 
Forest says, "We're Just seeing the tip of the iceberg.' 

The number ol intentionally set fires on public lands is 
on the rise, not onty in Idaho and the West but nation- 
wide. The result Is a nightmare tor firefighters, and 
' sometimes for homeowners. \ 

. Already .this.summcr..arsonlsts .have, used such basic 
but effective devices as a lit cigarette sandwiched In a 
matchbook to start at least six fires on Idaho national 
forests and Bureau of Land Management range. More 
than 2,000 acres have been charred and a $150,000 house, 
several cars und a fire engine destroyed. 

Remote ranch houses were threatened, and valuanic 
timber stands and livestock grazing land have been- 
blackened by flames first sparked In fevered minds. 

"It isn’t Just that somebody sets a fire; there s star- 
ting to be some costs associated with it, some property 
lost and lives endangered." Benedict says. "The people 
who have that kind of sickness, I don’t, know that you 
con rationalize with them." 

Arson still accounts for only about 3 percent of the 
blazes that annually ravage public lands in the West., 
although the rate in California sometimes reaches 20 
percent. . 

■ Lightning and accidental man-caused fires still 
dominate. But fires started deliberately on federal land 
are on a dramatic upswing. in the Great Basin area of 
southern-idaho, northern Utah and northern Nevada ar- 
son has increased almost fivefold, from 17 In 1983 to 79 In 
1986. Nationally, the number of arsons soared by nearly 
7,300 to 29;963 last year. - - , 

About 64 percent of Idaho’s 53 million acres is federal 
property, including most of the land surrounding popu- 
lation centers like Boise. Besides their economic value, 
the nearby forests and deserts provide a quick and in- 
viting getaway for stressed city dwellers. But they also 
make easy targets for those with less benign intentions. 


"I personally attribute it to more people, certainly, 
but secondly to some individuals who for one-reason or 
.nother are' upset with the government, and the federal 
lands take the brunt ol that," says Doug Bird, aviation 
and fire management- director for the U.S.. Forest Ser- 
vice's Inlermounlain Region, based in Ogden, Utah.

"They’re kind of tough ones." Benedict admits. 
"Unless someone sees someone, It takes a little bit of 
luck and a lot of persistence on these things." 

' Sometimes luck and persistence come together. A -few 
southern Idaho farmers were prosecuted in 1985 for 
allegedly burning thousands of acres ol rangeland in- 
fested wjth hordes of grasshoppers that had been spill- 
ing over onto their crops. 

A federal arson conviction can mean five years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. The government also can bill ar- 
sonists for suppression and damage costs, which can be 
steep. One. lightning-caused fire In western Idaho last 
summer cost $250,000 a day to control. 1 

Once education has failed to enlighten or Intimidate, 
enforcement takes over. 

"Wc are going to be looking real closely at any new 
starts where we haven't had any recent lightning activ- 
ity .-"•Benedict- say sr*‘Wc’rc going to be checking license- 
plates and looking at people real hard.” . 

Meanwhile, dry heal and a winter that saw the 
lightest mountain snowpack since 1977 has left even new 
vegetation virtually bereft of moisture. Public land 
managers may be forced to restrict access or the use of 
lire in. some particularly parched areas.

Summer’s a time when you.

While there’s 
nothing better than a cool 
dip In a lake, or stargazing 
on a balmy night, summer is 
also a time when accidents 
can happen. Here’s a safety 
guide put together by 
Times-News correspon- 
dents Kristin T ucker and 
Joan Bean to help you have 
a safe and relaxing Reason. 


Accidents 


Summer brings vacation trips, hot weather and 
relaxed lifestyles — and a high Incidence of acci- 
dents. Accidents, the leading cause of death In the 
United Slates for persons under age 44, arc caused 
each summer by thousands of lawn mowers, bicy- 
cles bats and balls, swimming pools, wet cement, 
sliding glass doors and other standard features of 
summertime. 

Over-cxertlon, traveling and new surroundings 
increase the risk of accidents. Warm weather and 
too much sun Increase the chances of car- 
diovascular problems, dehydration, over-cxertlon 
and sunburn. 

You can prevent most summertime emergen- 
cies simply by using common sense and caution. 
For example: 

Three-quarters of all lawn mower Injuries arc 
caused by flying objects which could have (and 
should have) been steered around or removed be- 
fore startlrig the lawn mower. 

Chain saws„lawn mowers, hatchets and 
barbecues are among the long list of equipment 
that should only be used with great care. Review 
owner’s manuals frequently, and operate equip- 
ment only according to manufacturer's instruc- 
tions. Never neglect children when dangerous 
equipment Is In use. __ 

Sliding glass doors should be mflrked with' f 
stickers or decals placed^MW'Gye level of 
children, youth and adults. 

Make sure swimming holes arc safe before div- 
ing In. Lakes, creeks, rivers and othcn-‘‘natural 
waters” may have undertows, fast currents, 
whirlpools, floating logs, submerged rocks, debris 
' and'othcr hazards: ; 1 

Never swim alone! Never allow children to swim 
unsupervised, even “just for a minute! ” Never 
dive into unmarked or shallow water. Walk 
cautiously around the swimming area; walkways, 
decks, diving boards and ladders may be extreme- 
ly slippery. Sprinkle sand on welwalkways and 
caution against running. 

Buckle up! Seat belts can reduce automobile 
fatalities by 50 percent and Injuries by 70 percent 
— but only if the scat belt is worn! Child safety 
seats, when used properly, are 70 to 90 percent ef- 
fective In preventing serious Injury or death to 
young children in car crashes. 


Dehydration 


The human body Is equipped with sophisticated 
temperature-control mechanisms that keep us 
relatively comfortable year round. But when 
climate, medications, fatigue and other factors 
compromise or overwork our internal ^ 

temperature regulators, the problems may be 
severe. 

Sun plus wind, low humidity, high altitude or 
physical exertion can add up to dehydration: loss 
of body fluids which may cause muscle cramps, 
confusion, low blood pressure and nausea. 

Perspiration Is one of the body’s primary cooling 
mechanisms, and Is the most obvious when we ex- 
ercise and during hot weather. When the air is hot

and dry. perspiration quickly evaporates, often 

before It is noti ced. The body’s attemp t at keep- 

lng cool may quickly and invisibly depletclfsowh 
fluid supplies, and dehydration may result. 

But don’t rely on your thirst instinct to warn 
you of the onset of dehydration. Altitude, physical 
exertion and fatigue may actually make you feel 
less thirsty, even though you may have lost quarts 
of water. 

The best way to avoid dehydration Is the most 
obvious: replenish body fluids during hot or dry i 
weather, when exercising, and when you are at 
high altitudes. Take regular breaks to cool down 
and sip some water. Avoid caffeine and alcoholic 
beverages: they do nothing to restore fluid 
balance, but actually dehydrate the body even 
more. 

Of course, mcdlcalTiclp Is essential if dehydra- 
tion is severe. 

Remember, summer temperatures aren’t 
£ always hot. Many outdoor enthusiasts hove . 
shivered through chilly summernlghts or found l( 
hard to warm up after a summer rain shower. 
Sudden weather changes are common during 
summer months, and may bring rain, wind and 
cold. Even when daytime temperatures are high, 
the night time temperatures can drop below freez- 
ing. 

Shivering is the body's attempt to warm itself, 
and may signal a drop In body temperature. A 
drop In the body's internal tempcrature.can be 
ilfe-threatcning. Dehydration, perspiration, 
medication, drugs, alcohol, inactivity and lack of 
sleep may Interfere with your ability to keep 
warm . And wet clothing quickly steals body heat. 


When heading for the back country, prepare for 
cold or damp-W.calhenby.packingnmcxlm set. of — 
clothing. Make sure your slecplnflbag Is adequate 
for the range of temperature, and pack an extra 
blanket. 

Change out of wet clothing as soon as possible. 
When chilled, wrap yourself In layers of clothing 
and/or a blanket. Raisins, candy or other high- 
energy food will provide quick body fuel, and 
warm liquids can be a quick source of heat. 

As with dehydration, get medical care Im- 
mediately if you suspect hypothermia may be 


Heat risks 


Fun in the sun has risks that range In severity 
from a mild sunburn to life-threatening heat 
stroke. Although the body has built-in mecha- 
nisms for keeping cool, those mechanisms arc 
compromised by sunburn, greasy skin lotions, 
chronic disease, extreme weather, exertion and 
fatigue. And the risks can be severe. 

You can avoid those risks by keeping cool. 
Remember that it's much hotter In direct sun and 
mcar rcflfcctivc surfaces such ns swimming pools, 
lakes and light-colored surfaces. 

When the weather is hot, enjoy the shade and - 
air-conditioned stores and vehicles. Wear sum- 
mer-weight clothing that is loose-fitting, light In 
color and made of breathable fabrics. 

Drink plenty of fluids but avoid salt tablets 
unless they are prescribed by a doctor. Alcohol In- 


terferes with the body’s heat control mechanisms 
_anddchyilratcs.theJ)ody. 

Eat lightly. Rtch, heavy foods are.hanj to digest 
( and prepare! ) in hot weather. Instead, base your 
summertime meals on fruits and vegetables, low 
'fat dairy products and grains, - P- 

Avold strenuous physical activity outdoors dur- 
ing the hottest hours of the day. When you exer- 
cise,- rest often and drink lots of water. 

Know what to do if someone has had too much 
sun. 

Pale, clammy skin, heavy sweating and 
weakness arc signs of heat exhaustion. Have the 
victim lie clown In the shade or in an air condition- 
ed room, and help cool them off with cool cloths, a 
fan and sips of cool, lightly salted water. 

Overcxcrtion in hot weather can lead to heat 
cramps, muscle pains and spasms caused by loss 
of salt. Have the victim rest In a.cool place and 
give salty fluids todrink. 

Red. dry skin and high body temperature signal 
heat stroke, a life-threatening emergency that 
necessitates immediate medical attcnllbn. Check 
breathing and pulse, and move the victim Im- 
mediately to a cool place. If possible, immerse the 
body In a cool bath or stream, then call for an am- 
bulance. ’

sun, and affect the risks of sunburn, 
rashes, eye problems arid skin*' 
cancers. 

Today’s sunscreens include a rain- 
bow of colors and an assortment of 
applications. Creams, sprays, gels, 

— pastesrmakcup and llplosscs con- 
taining sunscreens are readily 

available. Some add moisturizers, 
some are designed specifically to be 
worn with make up, there arc even 
sunscreens to be worn on balding 
heads. 

SPF numbers Indicate the 
preparation’s effectiveness In " 
screening harmful rays of the sun. A 
higher SPF number Indicates the 
product screens out a greater 
percentage of the damaging rays. 

Some medications increase your 
skin’s sensitivity to the sun. Heavy 
oils and creams may clog your sweat 
glands apd btock your body’s ability 
to cool itself. 

Treating sunburn means restoring 
fluids and preventing further drying. 
Medications can take away the 
sting, Itch and burn; lotions can help 
..restore the moisture of the skin. And 
a cool bath or shower will make you 
feel more comfortable. 

Ultraviolet rays can also sunburn 
eye tissue and the skin around your 
eyes, says Twin Falls 
ophthalmologist Wendell Petty. 
Rooking directly at the sun can 
cause permanent damage within se- 
conds, he says. Most sunglasses do 
little or nothing to block those rays. ‘ 
but work only to dim the light of the 
sun. 

Those sunglasses are mostly for 
comfort, says Petty. And by promp- 
ting the pupil to dilate, they actual- 
ly may open the eye to greater risk 
of damage by ultraviolet rays. 

People who have had cataract 
-surgery should wear special lenses to 
block the sun’s untravlolct rays. But 
the sun’s rays pose minimal risk for 
the eyes of most of us, Petty says. 

Heat rash, a mild skin condition 
caused by sweat trapped within 
layers of the skin. Is commonly seen 
on babies and people who are 
overweight. Tight clothing, too 
mqch clothing or folds of fat can 
block the sweat from reaching the 
surface of the skin. ~ - 

The tiny red pimples of heat rash 
usually disappear once you’ve stop- 
ped sweating. You’jl feel better If 
you take a cool shower and towel-dry 
carefully.

JfceimHncalm. advises Porter. If 
you don’t frighten them, they will 
soon fly away.

Children’s 

emergencies 


Summer — for kids It’s a time (or 
going barefoot, swimming, bicycling,' 
climbing trees and looking for 
adventures. It can also f»c a time for 
bee slings, abrasions, sunburns, 
hcadlnjurlcs and accidental poison- 
ings. 

Dr. Carl Bonlragcr. Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center emergency 
room specialist, says his department 
tends to see more Illnesses — such as 
colds and bronchitis in the winter. 


- "We sec lots of lacerations, lots of 
bicycle accidents, and wc sec pro- 
blems with sunburn — particularly 
on nice sunny days, when kids arc 
out playing," he says. 

Bon trager says blistering Is usual- 
ly associated with a second degree 
. J>u r n , I f there Is a lot o f swell big and 
fever with a sunburn, a trlp'to the " 
doctor Is probably required. Other- 
wise, sunburn pain can be treated 
with cool compresses or over-the- 
counter products, such as aloe vera 
preparations, which arc soothing. 
There are also sprays which have a 
numbing effect. "" 

Painful scrapes on kids’ bare knees 
are another hazard of summer. He 
says the firsUhing to do with a 
scrape or abrasion Is to get the dirt 
out. 

' “So often the children come In and 
they have a little dirt ground into 
the creases of where, they slid; or, If 
It’s been on the street, you’ll have 

little pieces o f tar .a nd stuff In 

there." 

It’s very Important to clean those 
out. the doctor says, because dirt ] 

will make It more likely to get In- 
fected. Also, if there are little stones 
or little pieces of tar in the wound, 
and It heals with those In there, 
there will be little tattoo-llkc spots. 

He says sometimes It’s pretty 
painful, but you have to be tough in 
some of these situations, and really 
work to get all the foreign material 
out of the abraldcd area. And, for 
kids. Bontragcr says it Is probably of 
some value to protect the injured 
skin with a bandage until it has 
healed over — in alnjut 24 to 3G 
hours. After that It becomes less 
Important to cover the wound and 
leaving It open to air might even 
help to dry It out. 

For puncture wounds, he says tet- 
anus is a primary concern. Most 
physicians will give booster shots oh 
a 10 -ycar basis but the recommenda- 
tion with a high risk wound — such 
' as a 'puncture— is that the booster 
be given after five years. 

Puncture wounds have a higher In- 
cidence of infection, and generally 
should be soaked in hot water. But 
Bontragcr says that any puncture 
that occurs through a shoe or sock 
should be checked, because (here is a 
possibility part of the footwear may 
have been pushed Into the wound. 

He says any puncture wound 
associated with a barnyard is also 
high risk, as arc wounds received in 
a lake, or anywhere there is organic 
material in the water: There is a 
higher rate of infection with the 
jlresencc of this material. 

Splinters arc a common occur- 
rence for busy kids, and when they 1 
can be removed easily, Bontragcr 
-sees no problem witha.do-R-y ourself 
approach. Because a match leaves n 
soot residue, he suggests using a lit- 
tle propane lighter to sterilize the 
needle Instead. The needle should be 
made red hot in (he process. 

If one must dig for a splinter it 
might be best to have a doctor treat 
it. "I have the advantage, in that I 
can numb It up so that It doesn't 
hurt," he says. "If it doesn't come 
out fairly easily, it's easier forme, If 
they haven't dug and prodded 
around. It’s much easier when it's 
fresh." 

When a child comes out second 
best in an encounter with a bee, cold 
water or an Ice pack helps cut down 
on some of the swelling and reaction 
lo the venom. Redness and swelling 
are usually worse the following day. 

"If it extends beyond the part that 
was stung, or if It Involves the face, 
it should be checked," the doctor 
says. 

I low to tell wliether-a child’s ankle 
has been sprained or broken Is a job 
"suited lo'lhe x-ray machine: Bon- 
trager says without it, it Is very dif- 
ficult to say for sure, particularly 
with children. 

"They frequently tend to break a 
bone, before they will tear a liga- 
ment. which is what a sprain Is," he 
says. "In young adults, sprains ** 
become more common, 'but In 
children, the bones arc soft and the

Keep first aid kit handy 


TWIN FALLS -When 
emergency strikes, the first aid 
treatment used during the first

Providing the best emergency 
care means being familiar with 
some first aid basics, having a . 
few supplies on hand, and respon- 
ding quickly and calmly. 

Most of the commonly needed 
first aid techniques JVe easy to 
learn and easy to remember — 
especially If taught In a 
classroom setting such as that 
regularly offered by the local 
American Red Cross chapter. 

" A quick-rcfcrence first aid 
manual should be readily 
available at home, In the car, in 
recreation vehicles and vacation 
homes. Review the manual occa- 
sionally so you can quickly find 
necessary Information In an 
emergency. 

- .Preparing for an emergency 
also means assembling emergen- 
cy kits of basic items needed to 
handle Injuries and Illnesses. 

The American Medical Associa- 
tion recommends your first aid 
kit Include the following supplies: 
— A roll of gauze bandages 


■ — Sterile gauze pads packaged, 
separately in sealed wrappers 
(nonstick type) 

— Adhesive bandages 
— B utterfly bandages 
‘ ~="Rbiroradhes l?c tape ( l in ch " ~ 
size) 

— Scissors . 

— A 3-Inch clastic bandage (for 
wrapping sprained ankles and 
wrists, etc.) 

— Package of cotton-tipped 
“swabs* -- 

— Roll of absorbent cotton 
— Aspirin < regular strength, not 
extra strength variety) 

— Children’s aspirin for children 
under age 12 

— Oral and rectal thermometers 
-- Small jar of petroleum Jelly to 
use with rectal thermometer 
Bottle of Syrup of Ipecac (to 
induce vomiting If poisons are 
swallowed) 

— Tweezers 

- Safety pins 

- Small bottle of hydrogen perox- 
ide (3 percent solution)

ligaments frequently are stronger 
than the bone. So, wc do see sprains, 
but wc also see a greater proportion 
of fractures In the younger children 
as well." 

Bontragcr cautions, when there Is 
a lot of swelling and is very painful 
to touch, It probably deserves an x- 
ray. He adds that even with a frac- 
ture, most people will be able to 
move fingers and toes, unless it Is 
really deformed — and then It’s 
^ usually obvious. 

When there is any acute Injury, 
whether It be a sprain, bruise or 
bump on the head, he says the rule Is 
to apply cold for the first 24 to 36 
hours. Putting heat on the wound In- 
creases the blood supply, which In- 
creases the bleeding, which In- 
creases tho swelling and the fluid 
collection — and part of the pain is 
related to the swelling. 

Bumps on thahead arc part of 
• growing up. but he says if there is a 
loss of consciousness or the child Is 
behaving abnormally, he should be 
checked. And. If there is also a 
laceration, it needs to be evaluated. 

"A lot of it depends on the amount 
of force involved," Bontragcr says. 
"If it Involves a bicycle accident, the 
child should probably be checked . 
especially if it involves any speed at 
all. If the child just bumped Into __ 

sonic thing. II would bclcssTikely. 
The main thing Is how the child 
looks. If the child is behaving nor- 
. mally and Is responsive, and behaves 
like you would expect the child with 
a bump on the head to behave, then 
he should probably be watched for a 
'short period of time to sec if 
anything changes."

Poisoning 

Dennis Emerson, R.N., director of 
the Poison Control Center of St. 
Alphonsus Regional Medical Center 
In Boise, says the types of poisons 
kids get into, change during the 
summer. 

In the winter, they sample 
houscplantsand raid the medicine 
cabinet. But this time of year, they 
arc tempted by pesticides, her- 
bicides, gasoline, paint products, 
wood preservatives, berries and 
mushrooms. 

Emerson says most of the berries 
cause stomach upset, however, the 
nightshade can he deadly in large 
doses; And. aftcr.a hard rain, kids . 
discover and sometimes cat, the 
mushrooms that spring up. 

"We try lo get the child to vomit 
before they gel the symptoms.” he 
’says. "There’s seven different - * 
classes of mushroom that will give 
you seven different sets of symp-_, 
toms — all the way from Just 
stomach upset, to full-blown hal luc l- 
natlons^nddeath.*'' ' 

Emerson warns that the 
mushroom brought In for identifica- 
tion may not be the same variety 
the child actually consumed, so for 
final treatment, mushroom parts 
can be separated from the vomllus 
for inspection by an export. 

Apricot pits and cherrystones can 
cause illness or be fatal in large 
doses because they contain small 
levels of cyanide. The amount of the 
poison In a particular pit will vary 
with the season, moisture condi- 
tions, cltmatc and fertilizer.

Slides, floods kill 14 in northern Italy 


MILAN,- Italy (API — Landslides 
and floods in northern Italy killed 
at least 14 people over the weekend 
and swept away or blocked hun- 
dreds of roads, bridges and railroad 
tracks, officials said Sunday. 

The state-run RAI broadcast 
network said dozens of villages and 
towns were Isolated, reachable on- 
ly by helicopters or on foot. 

Severe flooding also hit Austria 
and Switzerland, breaking dams 
and bridges and forcing evacua- 
tions. 

Dozens of people were missing or 
injured In Italy, but official figures 
were lacking. RAI Initially said 28 
people had died but later lowered 
that figure to 14. 

Most of the deaths came Satur- 
day when a landslide buried a 
mountainside hotel. 

Heavy rains blamed for the 
disaster fell for a fourth day in 
some parts, of the. afflicted area 


from Bergamo, east of Milan, to 
Bolzano, about 155 miles to the 
northeast near the Swiss border. 

Fearing an epidemic, Italian 
health authorities urged residents 
to boll drinking water. Thousands 
of foreign tourists left mountain 
resorts despite warnings by Civil 
Defense Ministry officials against 
unnecessary road travel.' 

In the village of Tartano. near 
Sondrlo by the Swiss border, a 
landslide covered the Gran Balta 
hotel in mud and rocks and toppled 
an adjacent three-story apartment 


There was no Immediate expla- 
nation for the discrepancy and 
Tartano police could not be reach- 
ed for comment. But a spokesman 
for paramilitary police in Sondrlo 
said Zambcrlctti's figures were 
correct.

sions between Nicaragua and the 
United Slates does not exist 
"because the U.S. government docs 
not wont a peaceful solution to the 
conflict.” 

Under banners proclaiming “No 
! one surrenders here," Ortega told 
the crowd gathered in this town loo 


miles north of Managua that the 
Nicaraguan revolution has survived, 
despite economic difficulties and 
U.S. "aggression." 

The Sandlnlslas,- who overthrew 
the pro-American regime of right- 
wing President Anastaslo Somoza in 
a popular revolution, had U.S. 
economic aid suspended in 1981 for 
allegedly supplying arms to left- 
wing guerrillas in El Salvador.. 

A year later, Contra attacks pro- 
mpted the Sandinistas to declare a 
slate of emergency. 

Ortega said 43.000 people have died 
In the fighting and that the country 
had sustained nearly $3 billion in 
economic damage since 1980. 

The U.S. Congress last year ap- 
proved SIOO million in military and 
non-lcthal aid to the Contras, who 
have increased their attacks inside 
Nicaragua this year. 

Reagan Is expected to ask Con- 


gress- for more Contra aid money 
this year. 

Ortega said Nicaragua has receiv- 
ed a large amount of economic aid 
from other countries but that, 
because of U.S. government 
pressure, "foreign aid still docs not 
correspond to the drama we are llv- 
Ing.-" 

He said there Is an "urgent need 
for a .dialogue -bet ween the United 
States and Nicaragua" and stronger 
determination on the part of the 
American people "to avoid another 
Vietnam In Central America." 

Ortega urged other countries to 
pressure the United States Into stop 
supporting the Contras. 

lie said that until then, "our peo- 
ple will continue to fight regardless 
of the cost for their sovereignty, 
their independence and their 
freedom." 

Ortega confirmed he will -attend a 


meeting of Central American presi- 
dents next month in Guatemala “to 
seek the peace that the peoples of 
Central America arc demanding." 

The modtlng was caller) by Presi- 
dent Vinicio Ccrezo oTGuatcm'Hla to 
discuss a regional peace plan pro- 
posed by Costa Rican President 
Oscar Arias. 

The United States has often ob- 
jected to regional peace plans unless 
they include assurances of Internal 
political changes in Nicaragua. 

The anniversary celebration was 
marked by tight security. in a region 
where Contras have been active In 
recent weeks. Ortega said two farm-

LISBON, Portugal (AP) --Por- 
tuguese turned out In force for elec- 
tions Sunday, and early results In- 
dicated the Social Democrats would 
win enough votes to form the coun- 
try's first majority government In 11 
years. 

With 707 of 4,161 precincts repor- 
ting, official results gave the Social 
Democrats 60.30 percent of the vote, 
the Socialists 18.75 percent, the 
Christian Democrats C.07 percent, 
the Communists 5.72 percent and the 
~ Pemo uutl i : Re n ewa l Party 5.5 9- p er- 
cent. The remaining seven parties In 
.the race each polled less than 1 per- 
cent:' ' " 

For the Social Democrats to cap- 
ture the majority In Parliament 
would be a great victory for Prime 
Minister. Anibal Covaco Silva, who 
has fought to Integrate Portugal 
with the European Economic Com- 
munity. 

Portuguese state television 


predicted the Social Democrats 
would lake between 48 percent and 
50 percent of the vote, with the 
Socialists winning 21 percent to 23 
percent. 

The projections were announced 
just after the polls closed at 7 p.m. 
In conlincntal Portugal. The polls 
closed an hour later In the mid- 
Atlantic Islands of’Madeira and Ihc- 
Azorcs archipelago. 

At stake were 250 scats In the na- 
tional Parliament and Portugal’s 24 
-allotted — seat* — la — Uie — European- 
Parliament in Strasbourg, France. 

The National Election Commission 
said turnout -among- Portugal's -8 
million registered volers was 71.48 
percent, the lowest In a national 
election since Portuguese relumed 
to the polls in 197C, two years after a 
militury coup overthrew a 38-year 
dictatorship. 

Analysts consulted, by state tele- 
vision said the higher rate of absten- 


tion was due to leftist voters staying 
away from the polls. 

In October 1985 elections the 
abstention rate was 25.84 percent. In 
the 1976 elec l ions, only 14.36 percent 
of voters stayed away from the 
polls. 

The Social Democrats, In coalition 
with a tiny rightist party, won 88 
scats In. October 1985. The rival 
Socialists had 57 scats, and the 
populist Democratic Renewal Party 
of former President Antonio 
Jlamalho£anesJiadJ5.scats. 

The Communists, under a People’s 
Unitary Coalition, won 38 scats in 

1985, and the Christian Democrats 
won 22. 

Sunday was the first time Por- 
tuguese voted for deputies to the 
European Parliament since the 
country joined the European 
Economic Community on Jan. 1. 

1986. 

The European Parliament consists 


of elected ^members from each ECC 
member nation. It has little day-to- 
day power. 

With an annual- per capita Income 
of S2.100. Portugal Is the poorest of 
the 12 EEC member nations. 

Cavaco Silva told reporters In 
Lisbon he had “great confidence In I 
the good sense and judgment of the 
Portuguese people.” 

The Social Democrats were out to 
win 126 scats, which would give Ihem 
the first outright majority gov- 
ernment— sincc-pnrlinmcnlnry-elec — 
tlons resumed In 1976.

Velayatl also said passing the res- 
olution would seriously hamper any 
•future mediation efforts by U.N.

Velayntl’s comments, giving no 
direct quotes. 

U.N. delegates generally refused 
to discuss the contents of the resolu- 
tion, but a West German Foreign 
Ministry spokesman divulged some 
details fast week. 

."It has a binding effect. If one side 
or both sides do not abide by It, then 
the Security Council is called on to 
enforce the resolution," he said. 

The spokesman said enforcement 
measures range from economic 
boycott to ‘‘military action,” but 
did not elaborate. He Insisted on not 
being Identified.

The controversy frayed already 
strained U.S. -Japan relations, and 
raised questions not only about 
Toshiba but also other Japanese 
firms, and about the Japanese gov- 
ernment’s commitment to preven- 
ting such sales.

Trade Minister Hajime Tamura 
went to Washington last week on a 
damage-control mission. Among 
other pledges he said Japan would 
toughen its export-licensing system. 

Measures by the government and 
the companies Involved have so far 
failed to quell the criticism. 

When Tamura returned- to Tokyo 
on Sunday, he told reporters "We 
can’t Imagine here the American 
anger” over the incident. 

The U.S. Senate has endorsed a 
maximum five-year ban on all 
Toshiba products and the House of 
Representatives Is debating the 
measure.
